The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
US 5,466,965 appears to be the closest prior art reference. However, this 
reference fails to teach that the narrow bandgap region is located adjacent to the 
avalanche region in order to generate within the narrow bandgap region a tunnel current 
which is injected into the avalanche region. Prior art of record fails to teach or suggest 
to incorporate these limitations into above reference to arrive at the claimed device.
